REPORT OF IRRIGATING COMPANY 


CAUSES SURPRISE AT MASS 


MEETING. 


Ranchers Urge Immediate Action Re- 
garding Reservoir Site and Place 


Committee at Work. 


At a meeting of the Covina Chamber 


of Commerce, held Tuesday night in 
the Union High School auditorium, 
250 orange growers and farmers list- 
ened to a verbal report from Superin- 
tendent J. R. Elliott of the Covina Ir- 
rigating Company, in which he stated 
that a project was now well under way 
for the addition of ,uO California min- 
er's inches of water to the present sup- 
Ply, 
and that the expenditure would 


be from $125,000 to ?150,000. The de- 
velopment is to be made in the bare 
country north of the .Pacific Electric 
track at Baldwin Park, and 100 rods 
from the power station of the electric 
company. Two test holes are to be 
bored immediately, and if engineers 
report the location of water-bearing 
gravel, the wells will be sunk in this 
region, and the water lifted by steam 
or electric power. 


The report was the outcome of a 


call made by the Chamber of Com- 
merce relating to the present short- 
age of water in the district. The meet- 
ing was enthusiastic and harmonious 
TPfesident J. L. Matthews; in opening 
the meeting to discussion, said that 
the necessity for further conservation 
or Development of water had become 
very

growth of the irrigated territory. The 
members for two hours discussed the

followed by the Argus, in an invest! 
gallon of the necessity for more ex 
tensive fertilization in the Covina val 
ley, is the visit of Prof. R. R. Snowden 
of Los Angeles, which is to .be made 
to this vlcinty within a few days for 
a purpose of making an analysis of 
soil conditions. Prof. Snowden is con 
nected with the chemical laboratory of 
the Sparr Fruit Company of Los- An 
geles, and at the "state convention of 
fruit growers held in Pomona, read a 
paper which has caused considerable 
discussion among growers. Professor 
Snowden informed the Argus that he 
will visit Covina, one purpose of the 
visit being to investigate the causes of

that, as soon as the mater can be ar- 


ranged, Prof. Snowden may talk be 


fore a gathering of the ranchers, either 
at the Covina Valley Farmers' Club 
or the Chamber of Commerce, and it 
is hoped that his report of soil condi- 
tions here may be heard at that time. 
That the soil may be lacking in ni- 
trates, or in need of nitrate of lime, 
has been said by one correspondent 
of the Argus, in an attempt to explain 
the presence of mottled, or variegated, 
eaf. Reliable soil experts are makin

The California Cultivator has been 


investigating in relation to the re 
suits that accrue from the recent fix 
ing of the railro.ad citrus rate. It is 
another case of attempting to kill the 
goose that lays the golden egg. Read 


That the two amendments to the 


state constitution, passed at the re- 
cent special session of the Legislature 
to aid in financing an International 
Exposition at' San Francisco in 1915, 
should be carried all over the state by 
a unanimous vote *is a declaration 
made in every address given by Theo- 
dore A. Bell, Democratic candidate for 
governor, and Hiram Johnson, Repub- 
lican candidate for the same high of- 
fice. Both men declare that the ex- 
position means a greater and broader 
life, an advance in progress that can 
not be measured, for the state, and 
that the amendments providing for 
sufficient funds to secure the favor of 
congress, and carry on the exposition, 
must be ratified by the people if Cali- 
fornia and not Louisiana, is to cele- 
brate the completion of the Panama 
canal in 1915 for the American people. 


James N. Gillett, California's gov- 


ernor at the present time, is as earn- 
estly desirous of seeing the bonds 
carry as are the two men who will go 
before the people in November. Gov- 
ernor Gillett has declared that he is 
glad opportunity has given him the 
chance to end his term of office while 
he is championing a measure that 
means so much to his state 


All three of these men are advocat- 


ing the amendments because, after a 
study of 'he language and intent of 
the two measures, they have become 
convinced that they mean the material 
prosperity and tremendously advanced 
prominence 
of 
California—a 
world 


prominence that will advertise the ad- 
vantages of this state to all the na- 
tions of the earth, and result, in bring- 
ing here n high class of home-seekers, 
both from this country and Europe.

Francisco to so amend her charter as 
to be able to bond herself for $5,000,- 
000 is something that, In its financial 
aspects, concerns only the citizens of

tentative proposition to the growers 
that if it is insisted that they carry 
lemons at the rate of $1.00 per hundred 
instead of $1.15, it will be incumbent 
on them to make specific weights on 
all shipments to take the place of 
conventional 
or estimated 
weights 


as has been the practice up to the 
present time. The force and signifi- 
cance of this move will best be ap- 
preciated when the several 
factors 


to the problem are carefully consid- 
ered. For instance, to quote the case 
as it is represented by the railroads: 
"Ever since the first move on the 
part of the Exchange the Santa Fe 
and the Southern Pacific have been 
keeping tab on the actual weight of 
oranges and lemons, ana the statis- 
tics prepared show that the average 
weight for a period of time is 9 per 
cent greater than the basis on which 
the rate is now made, which is 72 
pounds for oranges and 84 for lemons. 
Figure this out, and it will only be 
a matter of about $35 per car if the 
rate is figured at actual weight. Last 
year there 
weref more than 40,000 


cars of oranges and lemons shipped 
from the state. If the, railroads put 
this actua 1 weight 
into 
effect, 
it 


would cost the growers of California 
$1,400,000 per year, or four and a half 
times the amount they saved on the 
lemon rate. 
The 
railroad 
officials 


say they never would have started 
the actual weight proposition if the 
exchange had not been looking for 
trouble. They are simply waiting to 
see what the courts decide, but in 
the meantime they are getting ready 
for all kinds of things. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion has given its decision that the 


$1.15 
rate is 
excessive, 
evidently 


having failed to realize that the con- 
ventional or estimated rate per box 
was in favor1 of the growers. It is 
debatable whether this contingency 
can 
be 
overcome. Precedent 
and 


custom will hardly present a 
suffi- 


cient argument 
to sustain a 
plea 


that it should be allowed to so re- 
main, because its application would 
certainly effect rates on all similiar 
freight shipments. 
The proposition 


is 
certainly 
fraught with 
serious 


economic considerations to the citrus 
industry in this state. 


But the negative influences calcu- 


lated to overcome the $1 rate do not 
end here. It is further claimed that 
the railroads will withdraw the privi- 
lege of diverting cars of fruit in 
transit from one town to another; 
Such diversions will 
in 
future 
be 


charged in 
the 
freight 
bill. Why 


should an increase of 50 cents per 
hundred on the duty of lemons bring 
about so much trouble? 
And 
who 


will be the man to unravel the com- 
plications that seem to be pilins 
Who nnd where is the fellow 
weighed the boxes, and who preceded 
him in overweighing them? 
Had we 


better lighten up the packed box in 
the future? 


Organize Against Fires. 


Washington, Sept. 29—One 
of the 


lessona which will finally be drawn 
from the trying experience of the pres 
ent forest fire season, in the behalf of 
the officials of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, is the need of wider 
organization among private owners of 
timber to safeguard their holdings. 


It is pointed out that already the 


Northwest, both on the Pacific Coast 
and in Idaho and Montana, timber 
land owners have formed themselves 
into associations 
which assess 
the 


members on an acreage basis and thus 
meet the cost of maintaining a regu- 
lar patrol and fire-fighting organiza- 
tion. 
Only 
by 
getting 
together 


can private owners 
usually assure 


themselves protection, for fire is no 
respecter of boundary lines, and the 
man who undertakes to keep it out of 
his own timber will want to keep it 
out of his neighbor's too. Wherever 
possible the government's forest of 
fleers cooperate with the force put in 
the field -by the associations, so that 
the employees of the government and 
those of the private owners are hand- 
led practically as a unit in fighting 
the common enemy. 


This cooperation is advantageous to 


both sides. Protection of the nation- 
al forests necessarily carries with it 
a great deal of protection of adjoining 
or interior holdings. If the private 
owners would everywhere shoulder 
their reasonable share of the burden, 
the public would gain both through 
more general forest conservation and 
through relief from the necessity of 
paying for the protection of private 
timber in order to protect its own.

l^ome Being Finished This Week On 


Badillo Avenue For Covina 


Professional Man 


The architecture of the new resi- 


dence just being completed for Dr. F. 
J. Cline, the dentist, on Badillo avenue, 
is unique in some of its phases, and 
the general effect is a beautiful one. 
Dr. Cline has expended $6,000 in build- 
ing this home, and it is situated on his 
ten acre orange grove, east of Grand 
avenue. 


The effect from the front is differ- 


ent in a general way from the average 
house built in this country, and is the 
result of plans arranged by Mrs. and 
Dr. Cline, and carried out by the ar- 
chitect, Walter E. Erkes of Los An- 
geles. The contractor is M. B. Fol- 
som. 
The porch is supported in 


heavy, natural brick, with the same 
material supplying the poarch walls, 
and it gives an air of solidity, especial- 
ly as the entrance to the house is in 
heavy oak. The front door opens on 
a double living room, furnished in Ore- 
gon pine, with sliding doors fitted 
with what is known as "crackle glass," 
which is semi-opaque. The panellings 
haye an air of old English about them, 
making the rooms comfortable in at- 
mosphere. Opening off these rooms 
are doors that, connect with the brick 
alcove on the east. The rooms are 
beamed overhead in solid rafters, like 
the sixteenth century architecture. 


The brick fireplace has a feature in 


the copper smoke hood that crowns it, 
and the interior of the chimneys is 
fixed with terra cotta in such a way 
that the fire cannot possibly work its 
way through the brick. 


Dr. Cline has one very bright-appear- 


ing room which he intends as a play- 
room for the children, enclosed with 
screens and movable sashes that may 
be removed in summer. The kitchen 
is modern in every respect, and the 
house is well arranged with screen 
porches. On the second floor are two 
great rooms, open widely to the light 
and commanding a view of the moun- 
tains on the north and the low range 
of the Puente hills. Dr. Cline has 
spent time and consideration in plan- 
ning the bath facilities. The fixtures 
are of the most modern type and well 
arranged, the bathroom opening onto 
the other rooms, while two upper 
porches may be utilized as sleeping 
rooms in addition to the 
interior 


rooms. One feature which is espec- 
ially unique is that of cedar closets. 
These closets, fitted with the aromatic 
cedar wood, have come quite a little 
into vogue of late, being a revival of 
the old cedar closets of a century ago. 
The closets are all fitted with windows 
for light and ventilation. The finish- 
ers are just putting the last touches 
to the house this week, and it will be 
one of the handsomest and most mod- 
ern residences in this section.

Vivid Dfscrlption of Burning of Wal- 


lace, Idaho, Given by an Eye- 


Witness. 


The following extract from a letter 


by Mr. A. C. Libby of Spokane, Wash- 
ington, to his son, H. C. Libby of the 
Argus staff, gives a splendid account 
of the burning of Wallace, Idaho, in 
the Couer d' Aiene country, by a sec- 
tion of the enormous forest fires that 
swept that region of the country. The 
town of Wallace is situated directly 
between three mountains which, be- 
fore the fire, were heavily timbered; 
but which has now been consumed by 
the flames. 
Many of 
the 
dwelling 


houses were among the timber on the 
mountain side. 


The town looks pretty bad. The 


whole eastern part of it is licked as 
clean as it was in '85; all east of 7th 
street is gone except the court house 
and the White and Bender warehouse 
on the south of it on the corner of 
Hotel and 7th street^. The court- 
house stood like a fortress and saved 
that part of the town. As I sit I can 
look out of my window to the east and 
as far as I can see up the gulch it is 
as clean of buildings as though none 
had ever been there. Not a green 
thing is visible on the hill. The earth 
looks like fireclay that has been in the 
furnace a long time. The night of 
the fire was a night of terror. The 
mountains were on fire entirely 
a- 


rotind on three sides and the wind was 
blowing a cyclone. The flames came 
up 
• ver the mountain on the 
south 


and rencbed out half way across the 
the town whh a roar like a thousand 
Niagaras, and the whole east end of 
town in flames and no one able to tell 
when the west end would follow; 
people leaving their homes, lots of 
them without locking the doors, never 
expecting to see them again, flocking 
to the depot and fighting to get on the 
train, some of them beside themselves 
with terror; 
the gulch thick with! 


smoke and almost as hot as the living 
flame, it seemes as if the end of the 
world has come, great long tongues of, 
flame streaming 
from the mountain 


top right out over the town, and the 
dreadful hurricane and a roaring like 
a score of heavy trains at high speed, 
while over all the glare of the flames 
on three sides, making a combination 
which was appalling. 


Many lost all they had in the world. 


Some had homes partly paid for and* 
will now lose the lot on which their 
house stood, as they cannot keep up the 
payments and pay rent too, or build 


another home. There was consider- 


able loss of life, also, not so much in 
the town itself as in the forest out- 
side. Mr. Boyd, an old timer, lost 
his life. 
He escaped the flames and 


got to town all right with his family, 
and happened to think of his parrot, 
of which he was very fond, left to 
burn at his home.He went back after 
the bird, got to the house in safety 
and was overcome with smoke, sup- 
posedly, on the return trip. 
They 


found him dead in the road, the par- 
rot, also dead, in its cage at his side, 
but without a mark of flame on either 
of them. The place where they were 
found was fire-swept apparently as 
fiercely as any in the region. 
From 


where I sit I can look out and see 
where they found the remains of a 
man in the ruins of a lodging house 
a few doors east of here, and a little 
further east, where they found the re- 
mains of a woman. 
A little ways 


from town up Placer gulch, six men 
perished In a tunnel where they took 
refuge from the fire. On Big Creek, 
in the St. Joe country, 
many lost 


their lives, and at Brady, many more. 
And so it goes. There has been, lit- 
erally, a procession 
of rough boxes 


for a month through the streets of 
Wallace. 
This seems to be a year of 


disaster in this region. 
T.he snow 


slides of last winter and the forest 
fires of this summer have combined 
to make a pretty sad year for the Coe- 
ur d' Alones.

Ladies 
Decide 
That • Temperance 


Teaching is a Necessary Part 


of Their Work. 


Attracted by the noveky of a wo- 


men's debate, as well as by the prom- 
ise of an interesting and instructive 
program, a large audience, mainly of 
women, gathered last Friday after- 
noon at the Christian Church to enjoy 
the regular W.C.T.U. meeting. 
Since 


one of the newest departments is that 
of Temperance and Missions, the sub- 
ject for discussion was the necessity 
for temperance teaching in missionary 
effort, argued in the form of a debate, 
all four missionary societies of the Co- 
vina churches being guests of the W.C. 
TIT. Mrs. Paul G. Stevens presided, 
Mrs. Elston reading the scripture les- 
son and Mrs. Church leading in the 
exposition of the same. After prayer, 
the question to be debated was stated 
an follows, and the judges, with Mrs. 
Chapman as chairman, appointed. 


Resolved, that definite temperance 


teaching is a necessary part of suc- 
cessful missionary work. Mrs. Coman 
and Mrs. Gage took the affirmative, 
Mrs. Lee and Mrs. Swain of Whittier 
the negative. Each speaker was al- 
lowed ten minutes, with five minutes 
at the close for a rebuttal by the af- 
firmative. 


Mrs. Coman opened the debate by 


developing five points on her side: 
first, temperance is an essential part 
of Christian character, recognized as 
such both in the Biblical enumeration 
of such characteristics and in tho 
modern appointment of temperance 
committees in all practical Christian 
work; second, missionary work is no 
longer simply and purely religious 
teaching, but is recognized as complex, 
requiring many forms of civilizing act- 
ivity, including, naturally, temperance 
education; third, converts need direct 
and definite temperance teaching, in 
most cases, not only to help overcome 
their own native customs and habits, 
but to counteract the influences of so- 
called Christian nations; fourth, this 
necessity is recognized in missionary 
training schools, since a wide and thor- 
ough course is given in the religious, 
social and economic phases of temper-1 
ance; fifth, 
four 
specific 
examples 


were given of missionary fields, Egypt, 
Bulgaria, a girls' school in Japan, and 
Bethlehem Institute in Los Angeles, 
where temperance teaching had result- 
ed in more successful general work 
than could have otherwise been possi- 
ble. 


Mrs. Lee, in beginning her argu- 


ment, which was a forceful one, mak- 
ing the debate decidedly spirited, said 
she recognized the difficulty of her 
position and the liability of being mis- 
understood since she believed in teach- 
ing temperance duty, had been a Good 
Templar and recognized the deadly 
evils of intemperance. But with the 
supposition that opposition to liquor 
drinking should be made prominent in 
spreading the gospel, she took issue. 
Temperance, as a fruit of the spirit, 
is placed before us as desirable, not 
as a law to be obeyed. Christianity is 
not a relibion of force, but leaves free- 
dom of choice. Again, we let alone 
many forms of evils, as deceit, tricks 
of trade, divorce and the social evil, 
save where they actually transgress 
the law. But intemperance 
is 
the 


scrapegoat, and valiant work is done 
against that. But law only controls its 
publicity. Preaching meets the need 
of this reformation so slightly that' 
everywhere other organizations are j 
formed to do specific work. Why then, 
should we lay the heavy additional 
task upon our missionaries, home and 
foreign? Temperance teaching is in- 
cidental and advisory, but not vital or 
necessary.
